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Sardine Fishing. 
As the name indicates, this little fish, so 
popular for lunches, was at first taken in the 
waters bordering upon Hie island of Sardinia. 
The demand exceeding the supply, other fish 
besides the true sardine (Culjtea Sardina) are 
captured ami treated in Hie same way, and 
are sold in the markets of Europe and Amor 
lea. 
Tim Ch Ij ten fa r iii im is found In the Mediter­ 
ranean and in the waters of tho Atlantic near 
tile coasts of Spain and Portugal, but not so 
far north as the Frencb coast. 
The chief fish­ 
ery for “sardines” is upon the coast of Bre­ 
tagne, iii the west of France. 
The fish arc 
not the true sardines, but pilchards or sprats; 
none but practiced judges eau tell Hie differ­ 
ence when the boxes are opened. 
The Culpea, a term for the herring family, 
includes pilchards as well as the true sardines, 
The pilchard fishermen aim to secure the 
young fish, as those fully grown are too large 
for the boxes. 
The true sardines have attain 
ed their foil growth. 
In habits as well as in 
general appearances the two tribes are aim 
liar. 
The Ush when taken are first washed, Ilion 
salted a little, then thoroughly cleansed and 
washed again, after which they are spread out 
on frames of light willow or wire work, and 
exposed to the sun and wind. 
They are theii 
boiled awhile in olive oil, and put in boxes, 
with oil to fill up. 
The usual mode of capturing these little fish 
is by the large n e t’called a seine, a name 
which comes down to us from the ancient 
Greeks (Greek, td'jana; I.atin, sagena.) The 
corks of the superior line serve as buoys, while 
the leads or weights of the sinker line secure 
to the not a perpendicular position in the face 
of the shoal. 
Often’ the men of two lioats 
manage one large seine, each drawing one 
end, aud sweeping tho water with it for some 
considerable distance. 
Women us well as men engage iu tile sprat 
fishery, on tile coasts of Bretagne. 
This is 
for the most part a winter work, while that 
for sardines is carried on chiefly in May, June, 
and July. 
When a shoal appears, a bait, consisting of 
the sprawn of large fish, much of winch is 
brought from Norway, is thrown over to keep 
the myriads together. 
Tho shoals of herring 
or of sprats are very capricious ic their move­ 
ments; why they should be now here, and in 
half an hour far away, no mortal can divine. 
We are equally at a loss to tell why in some 
seasons they approach certain coasts and 
headlands, and absent themselves ot other 
times. 
Many foolish notions have prevailed 
as to the cause of the disappcaranee of shoals 
from waters which they were wont to frequent. 
Tile firing of cannon on ship or shore is tho’t 
by some to account for their absence. 
A new­ 
ly-installed clergyman whose parish bordered 
upon the ocean, having said lie meant to tithe 
the product of the sea, this injudicious remark 
was believed to have such an effect upon the 
finny tribe that for many J ears they kept away 
from those coasts.— Our Monthly for July. 


More About Capes. 
A number of agricultural and oilier periodi­ 
cals have been describing a wav of taking toe 
ga|H'-worms out of chicks with a borse-hair. 
I tried that years ago, but could not get (bern 
out clean. 
I tried diflerent remedies, but none 
gave me entire satisfaction. 
Now, for the 
last two years, I have used a timothy bend.— 
I got tile chick between my knees, and bold it 
there. 
I then, with my left tiand, get bold of 
Its lower mandible, and stretch the neck up 
straight, und, by so doing, I can see the worms 
working in the wiud-pipe; I then insert the 
grass stem with my right hand, between my 
thumb aud forefinger, rolling it round steadily 
until it is down below the worms; pulling it 
out then, I have ail the worms sticking fast, or 
have them loose, so tile chick will sueeze them 
out, aud give immediate relief. 
I do not lose 
one out of a hundred with the gaj>e#. 
You 
will find, enclosed, a grass-head that I have 
used on over fifty chickens this summer, and 
have not lo?l one.~ Exchange.

What tile Bartlett is among |»eun», or (lie 
Concord among grapes, the Early Richmond 
is In Hie list of cherries. 
The fact of its s u lt­ 
rier excellence for cooking purposes has nude 
it one of our most popular fruits wherever it 
lias been tested. 
Large orchards iii tile West­ 
ern states prove its insularity in that part of 
the country, and we have yet to learn a single 
exception to tile general estimate in which it 
iS'beld. 
The tree is perhaps more hardy than 
any other variety, excepting only the Large 
English Morello, aud its regular crops of fruit 
entitle it to precedence for profit. 
It begins 
to bear at a very early age, and when other 
kinds of Morello and Duke cherries are terri­ 
bly injured by Hie black knot, the Early Rich­ 
mond is almost exempt. 
It is not, at least, 
so liable to the disease as others of this «lass.

ed more extensively in swampy countries, 
where the decomposition of vegetable m atter 
is so abundant.

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Sardine Fishing. 
As the name indicates, this little fish, so 
popular for lunches, was at first taken in the 
waters bordering upon the island of Sardinia. 
The demand exceeding the supply, other fish 
besides the true sardine (Culpea Sardina) are 
captured ami treated in the same way, and 
are sold in the markets of Europe and Amer 
ica. 
The Cktlpea Sardina is found in the Mediter­ 
ranean and in the waters of the Atlantic near 
the coasts of Spain and Portugal, but not so 
far north as the French^coast. 
The chief fish­ 
ery for "sardines” is upon the coast of Bre­ 
tagne, in the west of France. 
The fish are 
not the true sardines, but pilchards or sprats; 
none but practiced judges can tell the differ­ 
ence when the boxes are opened. 
The Culpea, a term for the herring family, 
includes pilchards as well as the true sardines. 
The pilchard fishermen aim to secure the 
young fish, as those fully growB arc too large 
for the boxes. 
The true sardines have attain­ 
ed their full growth. 
In habits as well as in 
general appearances the two tribes are sim­ 
ilar. 
The fish when takeu are first washed, then 
salted a little, then thoroughly cleansed and 
washed again, after which they are spread out 
on frames of light willow or wire work, and 
exposed to the sun and wind. 
They arc then 
boiled awhile in olive oil, and put in boxes, 
with oil to Dll up. 
The usual mode of capturing these little fish 
is by the large net*called a seine, a name 
which comes down to us from the ancient 
Greeks (Greek, sagana; Latin, sagena.) The 
corks of the superior line serve as buoys, while 
the leads or weights of the sinker line secure 
to the net a perpeudicular position in the face 
of the shoal. 
Often’the men of two boats 
manage one large seine, each drawing one 
end, and sweeping the water with it for some 
considerable distance. 
Women as well as men engage in the sprat 
fishery, on the coasts of Bretagne. 
This is 
for the most part a winter work, while that 
for sardines is carried on chiefly in May, J"ne, 
and July. 
When a shoal appears, a bait, consisting of 
the sprawn of large fish, much of which is 
brought from Norway, is thrown over to keep 
the myriads together. 
The shoals of herring 
or of sprats are very capricious in their move­ 
ments; why they should be now here, and iu 
half an hour far away, no mortal can divine. 
We are equally at a loss to tell why in some 
seasons they approach certain coasts and 
headlands, and absent themselves at other 
times. 
Many foolish notions have prevailed 
as to the cause of the disappearance of shoals 
from waters which they were wont to frequent. 
The firing of cannon on ship or shore Is tho’t 
by some to account for their absence. 
A new­ 
ly-installed clergyraau whose parish bordered 
upon the ocean, having said lie meant to tithe 
the product of the sea, this injudicious remark 
was believed to have such an effect upon the 
finny tribe that for many years they kept away 
from those coasts.—Our Monthly for July. 


More About Gapes. 
A number of agricultural and other periodi­ 
cals have been describing a wav of taking toe 
gape-worms ou t of chicks with a borse-hair. 
I tried that years ago, but could not get them 
out clean. 
I tried difierent remedies, but none 
gave mo entire satisfaction. 
Now, for the 
last two years,T have used a timothy head.— 
I got the chick between my knees, and bold it 
there. 
I then, with my left hand, get hold of 
its lower mandible, and stretch the neck up 
straight, and, by so doing, I can see the worms 
working in the wiud-pipe; I then insert the 
grass stem with my right hand, between my 
thumb and forefinger, rolling it round steadily 
untilit is down below the worms; pulling it 
out then, 1 have all the worms sticking fast, or 
have them loose, so the chick will sueeze them 
out, and give immediate relief. 
I do not lose 
one out of a hundred with the gapes. 
You 
will find, enclosed, a grass-head that I have 
used on over fifty chickens this summer, and 
have not lost one.—Exchange. 


Good Cherry. 
What the Bartlett is among pears, or the 
Concord among grapes, the Early Richmond 
is in the list of cherries. 
The fact of its supe­ 
rior excellence for cooking purposes has made 
it one of our most popular fruits wherever it 
lias been tested. 
Large orchards in the West­ 
ern states prove its popularity in that part of 
the country, and we have yet to learn a single 
exception to the general estimate iu which it 
is^held. 
The tree is perhaps more hardy than 
any other variety, excepting only the Large 
English Morello, and its regular crops of fruit 
entitle it to precedence for profit. 
It begins 
to bear at a very early age, and when other 
kinds of Morello and Duke cherries are terri­ 
bly injured by the black knot, the Early Rich­ 
mond is almost exempt. 
It is not, at least, 
so liable to the disease as olbers of this tlass.

But it seem3 this is all a mistake, and in­ 
stead of Mori being moribuud through a slit 
stomach, he has been very favorably received, 
and will come back to this country as Minister 
ouce¿igaiu. and is now making tlic rounds of bis 
friends and eating and drinking of thoir best, 
for which latter ho neods a more capacious 
and lighter stomach than he has ever had. We 
congratulate Mori, and hope he’ll pare none 
of his flesh except his corns. 


The Utica Herald has beeu advocating for 
some lime with considerable reason tho adop­ 
tion of daylight caucuses. 
The caucus, where 
lh? party is in power, is responsible for most 
of the bad government, as its action is practi­ 
cally decisive in tilling the offices.

T h e R e m o v a l c f th e R od K lT cr R a ft. 
A New Orleans paper gives an extended ac­ 
count of the work done iu destroying the im­ 
mense accumulation of drift-wood in tlic Red 
River which has for years past checked nil 
navigation there. 
The work is done under 
the supervision of Lieut. Wooarutt', and the 
expenses defrayed by the National Govern­ 
ment. 
Up to this time a channel suflleieut 
for the purposes of navigation has been opened 
through four milea of a raft—that is, actual 
raft—but comprising a much large distance of 
actual outline of river. 
The saving is in en­ 
abling vessels to avoid the dangerous routes 
through Black Bayou. 
The whole obstruction 
originally comprised about seven miles ofraft- 
there therefore remains about throe and a half 
miles yet to be cleaned out. 
H is thought this 
will prove 
comparatively 
easy,

At Hie last session of Con­ 
gress a second appropriation of $80,C00 was 
made, and it is believed this will prove ample 
to complete the work; but Congress may 
adopt the views of Major IIowcll and make an 
additional appropriation for the destruction of 
all accumulations of drift-wood and trees 
growing near the river for several hundreds of 
miles beyond the present scene of operations. 
A new cotton region will be opened aud util­ 
ized by the removal of (lie raft. 
The lands 
above it have hitherto been comparatively 
valueless. 
They will bo reclaimed, 
Above 
aud below the raft spreads out a royai country, 
whose power of production will soon be seen 
aud felt iu the cargoes of cotton i! will send 
to New Orleans.

could with her apron, and with her iiugcrsand 
a spoon cleaned out its mouth and throat, 
wlieu finding its breath growing weaker she 
dashed water over its face, and fortunately 
suooeeded iu restoring animation, and rescued 
her child from a horrible death. 


The Syracuse Standard calls attention to a 
fuuuy kink which has beeu discovered in the 
excise law, which is believed to render it en­ 
tirely inoperative in all incorporated cities of 
tiie State. 
“The 22d section of tlic amended 
act is so construed that there is no power to 
prosecute for violations of tho law in cities,

iety to the construction a proper tribunal 
may give to section 22.”

nual consumption by tho British people of 
176.000.000 bushels. 
The balance must l>e 
supplied bv importation from Russia and tho 
United States. 
In 1872 Great Britain took 
26.000.000 bushels Rou* Russia, and oulv half 
as much from the United .States. 
The wheat 
country of south Russia is scarcely surpassed 
iu richness by our pralrlo States, while the 
degrodatlou of tho peasantry rouders fann 
labor far cheaper than with us. 
This, with 
greater proximity to the market, gives Russia 
advautagesover the Uuitod State-* in supplying 
western Europe with wheat.

Death of Ar. George Diamond. 
Mr. George Diamond, a prominent merchant 
un J citizen of our neighboring village of Ed­ 
dyville, died at ids residence in that place in 
an unexpected manner on Sunday morning, 
about 7 o’clock. 
IL* had l>ocn unwell with 
throat complaints for s .mo mouths and at one 
time it was supposed lie could not recover, 
but ho did rally and was apparently gaining 
his usual health and attending to his extensive 
business, when tho fatal blow was struck 
while be was at tho breakfast table on the 
morning above mentioned. 
Mr. Diamond's 
parents came lo Eddyville during the con­ 
struction of the Delaware St Hudson Canal, on 
which work the father of the writer of this 
sketch was employe*!, Goorge, the eldest, lie- 
lng then a young child of five or six years.— 
In 1828 the Diamonds moved lo Rondout aud 
occupied a small bouse near the lower cud of 
what are now Hon. Thomas Cornell’s ground?, 
back of where Captain Mopes bnill a largo 
stone building Hist was intended for an irou 
foundry, since torn dowD. 
In about 1S33 
George’s father bought the laud on which the 
botel and stables of Mr. Thomas Hamilton 
stand. 
The land consisted of two lot?, pur 
chase*! from Mr. Abraham Hasbrouck for 9200 
©ach, and were the second tots sold of " the 
big meadow'’ 
the corner of Division and 
Mill streets, occupied by the O'Reilly building, 
being the first one. 
On his purchase the el­ 
der Diamond erected what is now the JTatnii 
tou Hotel, wbicli be kept for many years and 
where most of the brothers and sisters of 
George were born. 
Tho botel was bnlit lh 
1834 and George lived there with bis parents 
until be was nearly a matt grown, when be 
went on the river, it tieing Iii 1843, " the yel­ 
low fever summer,” as first deck hand or mate 
of the Victory, which l»oat then towed the 
Company’s barges aud did Hie freight and 
passenger business out of Rondout Creek and 
made but two trips encli week. 
In 1819 George wa? married lo Ml*3 Mary 
Ryan, in tho bouse now occupied bv Mr. Mozier 
North on W arts street, then owned and occu­ 
pied by Mr. James S. McEntee, in whoee fami­ 
ly Miss Ryan lived, having moved from Hie 
old Mauston House with them; and some of 
our older residents will remember her, for she 
was a universal favorite with Hic guests of that 
old hostelry. 
In Hie same year Mr. Diamond 
went in business in Eddy ville, where he has 
ever since continued to reside upon the .spot 
where be first took his young wife, where his 
children, seven of whom are still living, were 
born, and where lie accumulated a large 
fortune. 
Georg** Diamond wai well known iu Ibis 
community a? an upright, thoroughly honest 
businessm an^ law abiding citizen, a conscien­ 
tious member of theCatbolic church, a loving 
hu*band and father, and a kind-hearted, help­ 
ful friend. 
He was a modest, retiring man, 
whose principal enjoyment was found within 
bis own home circle, but his friends were 
many, and outside of his own family lie will be 
mourned by those for whom the road of life 
was made less rough by their meeting with 
George Diamond upon it. 
Mr. Diamond was niwot titty-four years of 
age, ami, besides his wife anti seven children, 
he leaves two brothers and four sister* in this 
City to mourn Id* lieu Ut In the prim? of hi* 
manhood.

Mr. George Diamond, a pr ominent merchant 
uud citizen of our nclglibori&g village of EJ- 
dyville, died Lt his residence in that place In 
an unexpected manner on Sunday morning, 
about 7 o’clock, 
lie had l»oeu unwell with 
throat compiaiuts for Same months and at one 
time It was supposed lie could not recover, 
but ho did rally and was apparently gainiug 
bis usual health and attending to his extensive 
business, when tho fatal blow was struck 
while be was at tho breakfast table oa the 
morning above mentioned. 
Mr. Diamond’s 
pareuts carno to EddyvlIIe during the con­ 
struction of the Delaware <fc Hudson Caual, on 
which work the father of the writer of this 
Bketcb was employed, George, tho eldest, be­ 
ing then a young child of five or six years.— 
In 1828 tbe Diamonds moved to Rondout and 
oecupied a small house Dear the lower end of 
what are now Hon. Thomas Cornell’s grounds, 
back of where Captain Mapes built a largo 
stone building that was intended for an iron 
foundry, since torn down. 
In about 1S33 
George’s father bought the laud on which the 
hotel and stables of Mr Thomas Hamilton 
stand. 
The land consisted of two lots, pur­ 
chased from Mr. Abraham Hasbrouck for §200 
each, and were the second lots sold of " the 
big meadow” —the corner of Division and 
Mill streets, occupied by tho O’Reilly building, 
being tbe first one. Oa his purchase the el­ 
der Diamond erected what is now the Hamil­ 
ton Hotel, which he kept for many yeare and 
w'bere most of the brothers and sisters of 
George were bom. Tho hotel was bnilt in 
1834 and George lived there with his parents 
until he was nearly a man grown, when be 
went on the river, it being in 1843, "the yel­ 
low fever summer,” a3 first deck hand or mate 
of tho Victory, which boat then towed the 
Company's barges aud did the freight and 
passcuger business out of Rondout Crook and 
made but two trips each week. 
In 1819 Geórge was married to Miss Mary 
Ryan, in the house now occupied by Mr. Mozier 
North on Wnrta street, then owued and occu­ 
pied by Mr. James S. McEntee, in whose fami­ 
ly Miss Ryan lived, having moved from the 
old Mau3ion House with them; and some of 
our older residents will remember her, for she 
was a universal favorite with the guests of that 
old hostelry. In the same year Mr. Diamond 
went in business in Eddyviiie, where ho has 
ever since continued to reside upon the spot 
where he first took his young wife, where his 
children, seveu of whom are still living, were 
bom, and where ho accumulated a large 
fortune. 
George Diamond was well known Id this 
community as an upright, thoroughly honest 
businessman^ law abiding citizen, a conscien­ 
tious member of the Catholic church, a loving 
husband and father, and a kind-hearted, help­ 
ful friend. 
He was a modest, retiring man, 
whose principal enjoyment was found within 
his own home circle, but his friends were 


m uD y, and outside of his own family he will be 
mourned by those for -whom the road of life 
was made less rough by their meeting with 
George Diamond upon it. 
Mr. Diamond was about titty-four jears of 
age, and, besides his wife and seven children, 
he leaves two brothers and four sisters in this 
city to mourn his death in the prime of his 
manhood.

The ecene of Ibis story is laid in Scotland in 
a quiet village called Quixstar, which, in pop­ 
ular pronunciation, “ has been reduced to 
Quicksir and even Quicker.” Tho author says 
of the characters of the story: ‘‘It would appear 
that lb ? people of this history belong to Hie 
middle class, possibly even to what is called 
the lower middle class, that unfortunate sec­ 
tion of society around which it is difficult to 
throw an Interest.” But the author succeeds, 
be it difficult or not, in throwing an interest 
about

people

has 
pictured, 
aud 
the reader’s 
attention is 
held throughout by the anticipation tho story 
iteelf begets by the quaint humor that flashes 
here and there, and by tho rare beauty and 
terseness of tho author’s style. The novel 
deals with two and eveu three generations, 
with the fathers and mothers, their children 
aud grandchildren. Peter Veilch is a gardener 
whose son, Peter Veitcb, goes to sea and 1hj- 
comes captain of a vessel. 
Mr. Sinclair is a 
retired tobacconist and a bachelor.

Sinclair is his brother's 
widow and tbo 
mother of Bell, Etfia and Tom. She is de­ 
voted to her children, and when her sou i3 
setting off to become a lKinkcr she can say to 
him:

Mr. Doubleday is the tutor ot the young 
Sinclairs and is described as being "not tall, 
and he was thin; a downy film was on his 
chin and upper lip, although iie looked old 
enough to have grown a heavier crop; tho 
corners of his mouth were turned up a little on 
bis cheeks, which gave it a crescent shape, 
the efiect of which was peculiar, and he had 
no forehead to speak of, or if lie had, it was 
hidden by the hair.growing far down on it, 
aud then standing sheer up like the scrubby 
verdure on the side of a steep hill.

The opening and conducting of elections or des­ 
ignating places of voting. 
Creating, increasing or decreasing fees, percent­ 
age or allowance of public officers during ttie term 
for which said officers arc elected or appoint­ 
ed.Granting to any corporation, association or in­ 
dividual the right to lay down railroad tracks. 
Granting to any private eorporaiion, association 
or individual auy exclusive privilege, immunity or 
franchise whatever. 
Providing for building bridges, and chartering 
companies for such purposes, except on tlie Hud­ 
son river below Waterford, and on the East river, 
or over the wateis forming a part of the bounda­ 
ries of the state. 
The legislature shall pass general laws providing for 
tlie eases enumerated lu this section,and for all oth­ 
er eases which in its judgment may be provided for 
by general laws. But no law shall authorize the 
construction or operation of a street railroad ex­ 
cept upon tlie condition that tlie consent of the 
owners of onc-half in value of tlie property bound­ 
ed an, and the consent also of tlie local authori­ 
ties having the control of that portion of n street 
or highway upon which it is proposed to construct 
or operate such railroad be first obtained, or, in 
case the consent of such property-owners cannot

Tiie attorney-general and state engineer and 
surveyor shall be appointed by the governor, with 
the consent of the senate, and hold their offices un­ 
til the end of the term of the governor by whom 
they shall be nominated, and until their successors 
are appointed. No person shall be appointed state 
engineer and surveyor who is not a practical engi- 
.necr. 
{ 3. A superintendent ot stutp prisons shall be 
appointed by the governor, with the consent of the 
senate, and hojd his office fur five ve ts , unless 
sooner feijioveffi lie shall give security in such 
amount, and with such sureties, as shall ‘be requir­ 
ed by law lor the faithful discharge of his duties; 
he shall have the superiuteudeuce, management 
and control et the state prisons, subject to such 
laws as now exist or may hereafter be enacted; he 
shall appoint tlie agents, wardens, physicians and 
chaplains of the prisons. The agent and warden 
of each prison sxall appoint all other officers of 
such prison, except the cleft, subjeci tu the appro­ 
val of tlie same by the atiáeríniemlent. The comp­ 
troller alffill apuojnt the clerks of the prisous. The 
superiutenijeuf shall have alt the powers aud per­ 
form all the duties not inconsistent herewith,which 
have heretofore been had and performed by the in­ 
spectors of state prisons; and from and after the 
time when such superintendent of state prisons 
shall have been appointed and qualified, the office 
of Inspector of state prisons shall be and is hereby 
abslished. The governor may remove the superin­ 
tendent for cause at any time, giving to him a copy 
of the charges against him, and au opportunity to 
be heard in his defense 
{ 4. The treasurer shall be chosen l\y the senate 
und assembly in jutntVyillQt, aiid hold his office for 
three years, und until pis successor shall be chosen 
and qualified, lie shall, before entering upon the 
duties of his office, give suuh security as may be re­ 
quired by law. He may be suspended from office 
by the governor during the recess of the legisla­ 
ture, aud uutil thirty days after tho commencement 
of the next session «f thu legislature, whenever it 
shall uppcur to him that such treasurer, has, in any 
particular, violated his duty. The governor shall 
appoint a competent person to discharge the du­ 
ties of the office during such suspensión of tlie 
treasurer. 
{ 5, Tlie lieutenant governor, comptroller, secre­ 
tary of state, attorney-general, treasurer and state 
engineer ami surveyor shall be tlie commissioners 
of the land office. The office of the commissioner of 
the canal fund is abolished, and all thu power* au4 
duties heretofore had and performed i\v tlie com­ 
missioners of the canal fut(ij sjial! hereafter be had 
or performed bv ibe comptroller. The canal board 
shall cpniiist oftlic lieutenant governor, secretary 
of state, treasurer, attorney-general, slate engi­ 
neer and surveyor, ami superintendent of uublie 
works. 
5 6. A superintendent of public works sbull be 
appointed by the governor, with tho consent of the 
sóbate, and to hold his office until the end of the 
term of the governor by whom lie was nominated 
and until his successor is appointed, lie shall re­ 
ceive for Ills services a compensation to be fixed bv 
law. He shall be required by law to give security 
for the faithful execution ol his office, before ,-.u- 
tering upon the duties thereof. Re shall be charged 
with the execution ot uli laws relating to ttie repair 
uml navigation ot the canals; ami also of those re­ 
lating to the construction ami improvement of the 
canals, except so far as the execution of the laws 
relating to such construction or improvement shall 
be colluded to the state engineer ainl surveyor. 
Subject to the control of tlie legislature, he shall 
make the rules and regulations for the navigation 
or use uf the canals. He may be suspended or re­ 
moved trow office t*y tlie governor, whenever In 
his judgme t the public interest shall so require; 
but iu case of removal of such superintendent of 
public works from office, the governor shall flic 
with ttie secretary of state a statement of tlie canxo 
of such removal, ami shall report such remoygi 'mid 
the cause thereof, to the legislature ai it's next ses­ 
sion. 
i 7. The superintendent o{ public work* shall «p« 
point not \x\otv than three assistant super mien- 
dents, whose duties shall lie proscribed by him, sub­ 
ject to modification by tlie legislature, and who 
shall receive ior their services a compensation to be 
Hxed by law. They shall hold their office for three 
years, subject to suspension or removal by the su­ 
perintendent of public works, wjieuever in ujg 
judgment the public interest shall so require. Any 
vacancy in tho office of any such assistant superin­ 
tendent shall bo filled, for the remainder of the 
term for which he was appointed, by tho superin­ 
tendent of public works; out inu»*a of tlie suspen­ 
sion or removal of any such assistant superinten­ 
dent by him he shall at once report to the governor, 
in writing, the cause of au<-h removal. All other 
persuns employed in the care and management of 


the canals, except collectors of toils, and those in 
the department of the state engineer and surveyor, 
shall be appointed by the superintendent of public 
works, and be subject to suspension or removal by 
him.5 8. The office of canal commissioner is abolished 
from and after the appointment and qualification of 
the superintendent of public works, until which 
time the canal commissioners shall continue to dis­ 
charge their duties as now provided liy law. The 
superintendent of public works shall perform all 
the duties.of the canal commissioners, and board 
of car.al eommissioners, as now declared by law, 
until otherwise provided by the legislature. 
} 9. The governor, by and with the consent of the 
senate, Mi»U have power to fill vacancies, in the 
offices In this article named except as herein other­ 
wise provided; or, if the senate be not in session, 
he may grant commissions, which shall cx-pire at 
tlie end of the next succeeding session of tlie sen­ 
ate.i 10. The attorney-general, stat" engineer and 
surveyor and treasurer, in ortlce at the time this ar­ 
ticle shall take effect, shall hold their offices until 
their successors arc appointed. 
{11. The powers and duties of the respective 
boards, and of tlie several officers in this article 
named, shall, except as herein otherwise provided, 
lie such as now arc or hereafter muy lie prescribed 
by law. 
{ 12. All offices for the weighing, cauging, meas­ 
uring, culling or Inspecting auy merchandise, pro­ 
duce, manufacture or commodity whatever, are 
hereby abolished, and no such office shall hereafter 
be created by law; but nothing in ttiis section con­ 
tained shall abrogate any office created for the pur­ 
pose of protecting the public health or thu interest 
of the state in its property, revenue, tolls or pur­ 
chases, or of supplying the people with correct 
standards of weights and measures, or shall pre­ 
vent the creation of any office for such purposes 
hereafter. 
Rcsoleed, (if tlie assembly concur), That tho fore­ 
going amendment be referred to the legislature to 
be chosen at the next general election of senators, 
and that in conformity to section one of article 
thirteen of the constitution, it be published for 
three mouths previous to the timeuf such electiou.

proposing 
V-/ amendments to article four of the constitu­ 
tion. 
Resolved, (if the assembly concur), That sectious 
one, two, four, eight and nine of article four of the 
constitution be amended so as to read as follows: 
section l. The executive power shall be vested 
in a governor who shall hold his office for three 
years; a lieutenant-governor shall be chosen at the 
same time, and for the same term. The governor 
and lieutenant-governor elected next preceding the 
time when this section shall take effect, shall hold 
office during the term for which they were elected. 
{ 2. No person shall be eligible to the office of 
governor or lieutenant-governor, except a citizen of 
the United States, of the age not less than thirty 
years, and who shall have been live years, next pre­ 
ceding his electiou, a resident of this state. 
{ 4. The governor shall be commander-in-chief of 
the military and naval forces of the state. He shall 
have power to convene the legislature (or the seu- 
ant only) oh extraordinary occasions. At extraor­ 
dinary sessions no subject shall be acted upon, ex­ 
cept such as tlie governor may recommend for con­ 
sideration. lie shall communicate by message to 
the legislature at every sesstou the condition of the 
state, and recommend such matters to them as he 
shall judge expedient. He shall transact ail neces­ 
sary business with the officers of government, civil 
and mil it ury. He shall expedite all such measures 
as may be resolved upon by the legislature, and 
slull take care that the laws are faithfully executed. 
He shall receive for his services an annual salary of 
ten thousand dollars, and there shall be provided 
for his use a suitable and furnished executive resi­ 
dence. 
{ s. Tlie lieutenant-governor shall receive for his 
services an annual salary of five thousand dollars, 
and’shall not receive or be entitled to anv other 
compensation, fee or perquisite, for any duty and 
service lie may be required to perform by the con­ 
stitution or by law. 
{ 9. Every bill which ahall have passed tlie sen­ 
ate and assembly, shall, before it becomes a law, lie 
presented to tlie governor ; if lie approve, he shall 
sign it; but if not, tie shall return it with his objec­ 
tions to tlie house in which it. shall have originated, 
which shall enter the objections at large oil the 
journal, and proceed to reconsider it. If, after 
such reconsideration, two-thirds of tlie members 
elected to that house shall agree to pass the lull, it 
shall be sent together with tlie objectjousio the oth­ 
er house, liy which it shall likewise be reconsidered; 
and if approved by two-thirds of the members elect­ 
ed to that house, it sl-,alj become a law notwith­ 
standing the objections of the governor. In all 
such cases, the votes in both houses shall lie deter­ 
mined by yeas and nays, and the names of tlie mem­ 
bers voting shall lie entered on the journal of each 
house respectively. If any bill shall not lie return­ 
ed by the governor within ten days (Sundays ex­ 
cepted) after it shall have been presented to him, 
the same shall be a law in like manner as if he had 
signed if, unless the legislature shall, by their ad­ 
journment, prevent its return ; in whieh case it 
shall not become a law without the approval of ttie 
governor. No bill shall become a law after the final 
adjournment of the legislature unless annroved by 
the governor within thirty days after auch adjourn­ 
ment. If any bill presented to the governor con­ 
tain several items of ujiprupriatious of money, he 
may object to one or more of such items, while ap­ 
proving of the other portion of the bill, in such 
case, tie shall append t« the bill, at tlie time of sign­ 
ing it, a statement of tlie items to which he objects; 
and the appropriation so objected to shall not take 
efieet. If the legislature be in session, lie shall 
transmit to the house in which the hill originated a 
copy of such statement, and the items objected to 
shall be separately reconsidered. If, on reconsid­ 
eration, one or more of such items be approved bv 
two-ttiirds of tlie members elected to each house, 
the same shall be part of the law, notwithstanding 
the objections of me governor. All the provisions 
of this section, in relation tu bills not approved by 
the governor, shall annly in cases in which lie siiail 
withhold his approval from any item or items con­ 
tained in a bill appropriating money. 
Resolved, (if the assembly concur). That tho fore­ 
going amendment be referred to the legislature to 
be chosen at the next general election of senators, 
and that, in conformity to section one of article 
thirteen of the constitution, it Uo published for 
three months previous to the iiine of such election.
